The Submarine M 2 may be raised from 
the sea bottom at any time now, and the 
secret of the cause of her disappearance 
revealed to the Admiralty experts. 
Before the vessel will rise, however, 525 
tons of water have to be pumped out by 
means of air compression, and as soon as 
she has come to the surface she will be 
towed to a floating dock. Experts will 
board her immediately to carry out a 
minute examination. 
Special quick-hardening cement has been 
used by the sixteen naval divers to seal 
up the giant tomb of the sixty officers and 
men. orking under tremendous diffi- 
culties more than one hundred feet below 
the surface, their great task has been to 
fix piping into the cement to allow the 
umping of compressed air into the vesse] 
rom the Tedworth, the diving ship. 
As soon as air is pumped into the hul! 
any of the water-tight doors inside the 
M2 which may be closed will be forced 
by the terrific er of the air. 
The water with which the vessel is filled 
will be squeezed from her by the air, and 
provision for its outlet has been made 
with inch-big holes which the divers have 
drilled through the bottom of the vessel. 
The M2 lies two miles sonth-w st of 
Portland Bill, with her stern embedded in 
the mud, on an even keel. Once on the 
surface she will be lashed to vast tanks 
called camels and brought into 
harbour. 
At Portland everything is ready for the 
reception of the remains of the crew. In 
a shed there are the coffins in which the 
bodies will be placed after they have been 
identified.

When Ireland had a population of 5,412,377, 
the number of registered insane (a) in public 
and private mental hospitals was 7,551; (b) 
in workhouses, 2.457; total under care 


0,008. 
In 1911, when the population was 4,200,219, 
the figures were 01,796 and 2,598, respec- 
tively; total under care 24,395; while in 
1951, in the Free State only, with an esti- 
mated ulation of 2,959,000, the numbers 
were 1627 and 1,505, respectively; total 
20,084. The numbers of registered insane to 
the total population of the whole country 
under care in 1871 was 1 to 541; and in the 
Free State in 1951 it was 1 to 147. The 
figures of the insane at large and not under 
treatment for 1871 are given as 6,490; 1911, 
4,044, while the figures in the Free State for 
19351 are not known. 

The above figures will be shown in a return 
which will be presented at a meeting of the 
Joint Committee of the Grangegorman Mental 
Hospital on Wednesday next. 

In a report accompanying the return, Dr. 
J. 0'C. Donelan, resident medical superinten- 
dent, says that it cannot be too strongly 
emphasised that, while the number of 
registered insane in the mental hospitals 
and workhouses of Ireland had increased

FRANCE’S TRIBUTE 
TO BRIAND. 


AT STATE FUNERAL. 


From Revten’s CorresPonpent. 
PARIS, Saturday. 

He was the interpreter of one of the 
most powerful aspirations of an age of 
suffering, and this is why the . people 
mourn him as an apostle.“

tributes paid to the memory of Aristide 
Briand by M. Tardieu, the French 
Premier, in his oration at the national 
funeral this afternoon of the veteran 
statesman.

AC urious ‘Parallel. 


The career of the late Aristide Briand 
furnishes a curious parallel with that of 
Mr. Ramsay Macdonald, who seems 
rapidly to be becoming his English 
counterpart. 

Briand was the son of Breton parents 
and his early years in a Breton 
fishing village. At one period it seemed 
certain that he must joia the village fish- 
ing fleet, but, after a terrific struggle 
against his family, he succeeded in per- 
suading a local newspaper to accept his 
services. Mr. Ramsay Macdonald, as 
everyone knews, was born in Lossie- 
mouth, but it is not so generally known 
that he had a fierce battle against the 
wish of his parents chat he should become 
a fisherman. It was to escape this doom 
that he recklessly accepted a job as an 
invoice clerk in a London warehouse. 
Like Briand, at this time he was hoping 
to make a career for himself as a 
journalist, and had scored several suc- 
cesses as a short story writer. 

There is a second parallel in their 
careers in that each severed his associa- 
tion with the Socialist parties at a time 
of national crisis. Briand’s severance 
was intended to prevent a national strike. 


Sweeps in Sweden. 


A Swedish business man has given me 
some interesting facts on the working of 


two years ago. This was the balloon post 
sent out by the British Admiralty in 
1850. Five years earlier Sir John 
Franklin had set. out on bu voyage to 
discover an easy passage round! the north 
coast of America, and, when 1846 and 
1847 eny tidings of the 
gallant seaman, no fewer than twenty- 
five expeditions “were sent from Great 
Britain and from the United States to 
find him. An Englishman called Shepherd 
suggested that news might be carried to 
the lost explorers by means of balloons. 
He sent to the Arctic a whole wagon-load 
of balloons, and with them small slips of 
soft paper, light green in colour, printed 
by a hand-press on one side in black and 
3 in red. In black was bet 
message: a 
balloon from H.M.8. són ee 
Long. ——W., to Sir John Franklin,” 
and on the other side of the card the 
legend was: “ Provisions left at———. 
Steering for———-. Intending to winter 
at——_——or in the vicinity of a 
When, in 1860, the ships of the British 
Admiralty under Captain Austin were ice- 
bonnd in Assistance Bay, many of there 
balloons with their ying messages 
were sent out, but, unfortunately, none 
reached the right hands.

Ten years ago zealous Catholics who under- 
stood the value and the dangers of the written 
word, deeply convinced that a Central 
Catholic ng a hive of truth, is an 
essential of Catholic action, established it 
with the blessing of His Grace the Arch- 
bishop of Dublin, who has never ceased to 
sustain it by constant practical evidences of 
interest and good-will. Two cardinals and 
an archbishop are among the founders. The 
Library has no endowment of any kind, and 
from the start has had as its only dependence 
the contributions of the few Catholics who 
realised its importance to the faith of the 
nation.

Donors of £25 are called founders and a 
donation of £10 makes the giver a life⸗ 
member. Annual subscribers are needed to 
maintain the work from year to year, but all 
contributions, however small, will be wel- 
eomed for the work of reconstruction.

At a meeting of the College Classical 
Society at Trinity College, Dublin, on Friday 
night, Mr. Graham read a paper on 
“Greek Ideals—their rise and fall in Greek 
History. 

The ideals which we regard as Greek, said 
the essayist, found their best expression ip 
Athens between the ends of the fifth and 
sixth centuries B.C. They first appeared 
with the law-givers, like Solon, who opposed 
law to nature, and reason to prejudice and 
tradition. The age of reason which followed 
shcwed as its central themes, freedom. 

uality, justice, law, and truth, and in ad 
dition to these intellectual ideals, a quality 
of reasonable fairmindedness in its citi 
zens, a belief in the innate justice of the 
imlividaul man, which gave rise to the ex- 
treme freedom in the Athenian state. 

Two things caused the disa rance of 
these ideals—conservatism and blind belief 
that privilege, in some form, was right and 
natural. 

Even at their best, Athenian ideals were 
to be found wanting from a modern point 
of view; the Greeks countenanced slavery, 
they despised and ignored foreigners as 
“barbarians,” and they took no thought for 
the growth of industrialism and exploitation.

The anglers would certainly give a good 
deal for a return to more familiar con- 
ditions, as the rivers are very low. A few 
weeks ago the fishing pro S were very 
bright, especially as regards salmon, but 
until the weather breaks these hopes have 
little prospect of being realised. What 
makes it all the more annoying is the fact 
that spring fish are known to be in the 
harbours in great numbers, only awaiting 
their chance to come up the rivers. 

On the other hand, the net fishermen 
are having the time of their lives, and 

reat hauls of salmon are being taken in 

tk Harbour. For the month 
catches have totalled 4,441 fish, as against 


5,703 for the corresponding period of last 
year. 


CIVIC PRIDE.

Unexpected finds 
have often been made in this area, and 
the Society may be able to form an opinion 
on the underground passages that were dis- 
covered at rehaven some months ago.

magnate, whose large interests must forbid 
him to contemplate the plunging of Ger- 
many into a “ patriotic ” chaos. Yet it 
may not be doubted that a victory for 
Herr Hitler in the election must have a 
deplorable effect throughout Europe, 
where—with reason—its fillip to the spirit 
of adventure in German youth would be 
regarded with great misgiving. Confidence 
in the Reich's stability would be severely 
shaken, and Germany's power to obtain 
credits would be gravely impaired. The 
consequent difficulties might produce 
the gravest international complications. 
Happily, yesterday's poll, in so far as it 
is known, suggests that the“ German 
people is alive to the dangers of 
Hitlerism. If a second ballot on April 
10th is necessary, there ought to be little 
fear of the result. Indeed, the tumults 
which marked the first ballot in several 
districts foretell what may befall, if the 
old tradition of discipline and industry, 
which the Field-Marshal von Hindenburg 
represents, is cast aside. Under Ilitler 
such ineidents between Nazis and 
Communists would be of almost

The address which will be delivered by 
Mr. Lloyd George at the Junior Liberal 
Club on Wednesday is giving rise to much 
excitement among the various sections of 
the Liberal Party. It is said that Sir 
Herbert Samuel's followers have been or- 
dered to_abstain from the meeting, though 
all of them were invited, but this u 
denied. It is unlikely, however, that 
any of them will ‘be present. Major 
Nathan, who will preside at the meeting, 
does not regard himself as a Samuelite, 
since he was elected as a Liberal without 
a label of any kind. The general opinion 
in political circles is that Mr. Lloyd 
George is a national figure, and that his 
return to public life after a serious 
ness ought to be welcomed by a kindly 
and gracious reception, quite apart from 
his views. When he returns to the House 
of Commons he will sit on the front Op- 
position bench for the first time in his 
parliamentary career of forty-two years. 
When in Opposition to former Govern- 
ments he sat on the benches below the 
yangway.

Mr. Krueger's Death, 


The death of Mr. Ivar Kreuger, the 
match king, is certain to have its reper- 
cussion here to-morrow, though unlikely 
to cause. any great financial disturbance. 
Rumours regarding the stability of the 
match tryst have been current for some 
days, and the prices of the Kreuger and 
Toll B Shares have been subject to 
wide fluctuations. In 1928 these shares 
were quoted at the high level of 56, but 
in 1931 they fell to 5. The highest price 
during the year was 274. Yesterday they 
were 64, falling § om the day, It is 
said that the assets of the company are 
round about £80,000,000 sterling, and in- 
clude 10.000.000 in foreign Government 
bonds. Mr. Kreuger was also managing 
director of the Swedish Match Company, 
which has a capital of £38,000,000. It 
operates in this country through the 
British Match Corporation, which, in ad- 
dition to its holding here, owns nearly all 
the match factories in Australia, New 
Zealand, Canada and South Africa. The 
B Shares of the Swedish Match Com- 
pany yesterday stood at 48, compared 
with the high and record level of 264 
in 1926. 


The Movement of Gold.

LOANS FOR MONOPOLY. 
The Swedish Match Company is re- 
ported to control four-fifths of the world’s 
cutput of matches. From time to time 
since the War it has extended its vast 
field of activity by arranging with Govern- 
ments for a monopoly in particular coun- 
tries. In return it * granted loans to 
Governments amounting to millions of 
pounds. 
Among the countries brought in under 
this arrangement are Rumania, Ger- 
many, Lithuania, ‘sustemala, Hungary. 
Yugoslavia, Latvia, Poland, Greece, 
Turkey and the city of Danzig The com- 
ny also has tremendous interests in the 
Jnited States. 
The Kreuger concerns have been hit by 
the economic crisis and the declaring of 
moratoria in certain countries, also by the 
freezing of credits in Germany. 


WAVE OF SELLING. 
During the past week there has been a 
wave of selling im Wall street, the volume 
of Kreuger and Toll shares sold amount- 
ing to 422,000. The market was closed on 
Saturday before the death was known, but 
the sales of these shares accounted for 
about a quarter of the day's turnover. 
A City correspondent writes: I under- 
stand on high authority that none of the 
British banks is involved or will be 
affected by Mr. Kreuger's death. Any 
losses which may follow the tragedy will 
be confined in this country to British 
holders of shares in the companies in- 
vel ved. 
Although Mr. Kreuger was a director 
of the British Match Corporation, which

£10,000. to £37,075. Bran and pollard for

The value of other animal ine im-
